SW Waterfront Is 
’A Changing 


The first steps have been taken by the 
DC government to change the face of the 
SW waterfront, which was last redesigned 
by SW Urban Renewal in the 1950s and 
60s. 

In 2003, after the DC Office of Plan¬ 
ning had convened months of public 
meetings in the SW neighborhood, the 
DC council adopted the planners’ sweep¬ 
ing plan to close Water St. SW and fill the 
space with residences, offices and shops. 

Now the Anacostia Waterfront Corpo¬ 
ration, (AWC) .which controls much of 
the SW Waterfront and soon will control 
more, has issued a request for developers 
to indicate their interest in owning and 
managing some or all of the available 
land. 

Developers will have until noon Mon. 
May 1, 2006, to respond to this “Request 
for Expressions of Interest (“RFEI”) for 
the Re-development of the Southwest 
Waterfront”. 

The document issued by the AWC 
states: 


“The purpose of the RFEI is to identify 
Developers with experience in large-scale, 
mixed-use, residential and public/private 
development who are interested in imple¬ 
menting AWC’s vision for Southwest: a 
true urban destination, where maritime 
activity and commerce mix with culture 
and housing to form a vibrant neighbor¬ 
hood.” 

Interested developers were given until 
March 17 to submit questions about 
the RFEI by email and not to question 
any other person affiliated with AWC. 
Answers will be posted on the website. A 
conference will be held on March 22. 

After the responses are given to AWC 
by May 1, notification of Non-Respon¬ 
sive offers will be made on June 1 and 
interviews at a later time. 

The Request for Expressions of Interest 
lists the new website www.anacostiawa- 
terfront.net as the source of additional 
information.

The new Arthur 
Capper Senior Building on I St SE across 
from the new U.S. Marine Barracks will 
be completed in October. The Edge- 
wood Management Company will begin 
accepting applications no later than July. 
The new senior building will have 162 
units contained on four floors.Building 
amenities include an internal courtyard, 
an observation deck and an on-site space 
for medical exams. 

Senior residents currently living in the 
old Arthur Capper Senior building will 
move directly into the new building, if 
they meet criteria related to credit his¬ 
tory, criminal background checks and

New Circulator Bus 
Routes

Good News: Starting Sunday, Mar. 19th, 
we have a new Smithsonian Circle route 
for Circulator passengers to take, as well 
as an enlarged route for the existing 7th 
and 9th Street Circulator Bus connect¬ 
ing the Convention Center and the SW 
Waterfront. 

The Smithsonian Circle bus route 
starts at the corner of 4th St. and Penn¬ 
sylvania Avenue at the East Wing of the 
National Gallery. The bus goes south to 


Independence Avenue where it turns right 
and continues to 17th Street before turn¬ 
ing right again.Passing the World War 
II Monument, the Smithsonian Circle 
bus turns right on Constitution Avenue 
and proceeds until it meets Pennsylvania 
Avenue at the East Wing where the bus 
turns right on 4th Street to start the circle 
again. There are a number of stops conve¬ 
nient to the Mall museums, galleries, and 
monuments along the route. 

The SW Waterfront - Convention 
Circulator Bus route changes slightly at 
both ends of the route. The bus continues 
to come south on 7th Street to I Street 
and turn right on 6th Street. The Arena 
Stage stop will no longer be a layover stop. 
Instead it is a regular stop for passengers 
before the bus continues down 6th to 
Water Street. Then the Circulator Buspro- 
ceeds along Water Street to 9th Street near 
Jenny’s and Phillips Restaurants where the 
bus circles back up 9th St. to G, stop¬ 
ping before 7th St and turns left on 7th 
St. before heading for the Mall. At the 
Convention Center end of the route, the 
bus goes two blocks further North before 


turning left on O Street in order to come 
back down 9th Street to Pennsylvania 
Avenue before returning to 7th St. 

These changes open up new opportu¬ 
nities for SW bus passengers. Transfers 
from one Circulator Bus route to another 
are good for two hours. Have a good 
time checking out the Spring flowers and, 
please, be nice to the tourists.

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The Plan For The 
Southwest Waterfront 

Between the years 2000 and 2003 the 
D.C. Office of Planning led the effort 
to adopt a plan for redeveloping the 
Southwest Waterfront, as well as plans 
for other waterfront areas. 

In 2003 the Council of the District 
of Columbia approved the Southwest 
Waterfront Plan as a “Small Area Plan.” 

Key recommendations of the plan, 
as described in the March 1 RFEI 
include: 

1) Eliminate Water Street; 

2) Replace existing low rise buildings 
with mid- to high-rise buildings with 
“structured parking, ground floor retail, 
housing, hotel and cultural uses.” 

3) More public open spaces 

4) Improved pedestrian connections 
to the Mall, Metro and M St. SW 

5) Retain the assets of the area like 
the Fish Wharf, Yacht Club and live- 
aboard vessels and improve public access 
to the river. 

The plan includes about 800 units 
of residential, restaurants and cafes, 
small offices, a hotel with 400 rooms, a 
museum, 2000 below grade or enclosed 
parking spaces, marinas, public piers, 
and retail.

A special holiday in Washington D.C. 
Mon. Apr. 17 will, celebrate President 
Abraham Lincoln’s signing of a bill by 
Congress ending slavery in Washington, 
D.C. - eight months before he issued his 
preliminary Emancipation Proclamation 
on Jan. 1, 1863 applying to the whole 
country.
